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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claim limitation of lowering a speed of a clock signal "based on the sleep message" does not 
further simplify or reduce the issue involving the previous unamended claim limitation of lowering a speed of a clock signal 
"corresponding with the sleep state" that corresponds to the sleep message. 



Continuation of 1 1 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant alleges that "it does not appear that Gregorian teaches that the clock speed is 
lowered..." Examiner disagrees and points to Applicant's admission that "Gregorian teaches that the mode of operation of the 
semiconductor chip changes in response to the clock speed" [pg.9 of Remarks dated 16 February 2006] which indicates that a 
communication protocol [mode] is changed in response to the lowering of a clock speed [i.e., CHANGE in protocol in response to 
CHANGE in clock speed inherently involves at least a clock speed that is relatively lower to another]. Applicant alleges that "the 
combined teachings of [Gregorian and Datta] would not yield a result that reads on Applicants' invention". Examiner disagrees and 
submits that one of ordinary skill in the art could alter the clock rate associated with the sleep state in Datta to any other clock rate 
suitable for the targeted system [different systems may have different clock rates associated with a sleep state] as Datta did not explicitly 
teach against such modifications [i.e., Datta is the base reference]. As such, Applicant's arguments are deemed not persuasive and the 
rejections are respectfully maintained. 
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
